T strolled! oltng the downtown streets 
of the old walled city, peering inte sunlit 
natios and busy cafés, like those of Ha- 
bans, where polltics is discussed in explosive 
Spanish over cups of atrong black Puerto 
Rican cuffee. In front ol a modern aircon. 
ditioned department store, the cAicharron 
peddler still shouts his wares—cracklings, 
or toast pigskin, golden brown and eli- 
cious. Lottery: ticket venders block the 
wall, for here lotteries and cockiiehting, as 
well as betting on herse races, ore léeeal 
(opposite page). 

For a few cents a sidewalk vender will 
peel an orange for you with a knitie so

sharp that the peeling reaches in one long 
strip unbroken to the ground, Boys with 
land crals strung together and hung abut 
their necks, nuns in black. robes, sailors 
from foreign ships in the harbor, visitors 
louded down with string rags (Plate XL) 
and nemdlework, shy mountain folk carry- 
ing baskets of fruit on their heads—all 
these and more make up the pageant of 
revernent and color that streams through 
the old walled city, 

With a population of 140,000 people, 
most of whom live in the suburbs, San 
Juan has a commuting problem as perplex- 
ing as that of mainland cities: (Gone are 
the rickety lasses of a few years hack— 
the gvepwes with entrances in the rear and 
such picturesque names as “In God We 
Trost’ and “La Coqueta.” "They have been 
replaced by a modern bus system which col- 
lects 75,000 fares a day on its six major 
roules, Many who work downtown gu 
hone foro leisurely luncheon, so San Juan 
has four instead of Two “rush hours.” 

L weot down |to the docks to see at first 
hand what Puerto Rico needs and sells. 
Into the holds of steamers, most of them 
American, poured sugar, alcohol, molasses, 
rum, coffee, tobaces, frit, needlework and 
lingerie, coconuts, buttons and basketware 
—the principal exports. From other ships, 
ales American, came rice, meat, beans, cod- 
fish, flour, lumber, shoes, cotton anc sitk 
woods, fertilizers, gasoline, and seores of 
manifactured articles—the chief imports: 

Puerta Rico ranks eighth among world 
costomers of farmers and business men of 
continental Unite States, and second in 
Latin Americtt. 


SOME HISTORIC LAM DSALARKS 


San Juan, second in age only to Santo 
Domingo (Ciudad Trujillo) among New 
World capitals, has a wealth of historic 
places, In its venerable cathedral, founded 
in 1527 and rebuilt in 1862 after an earth- 
quake, rest the ashes of Ponce de Lenn. 
San José church, built in 1323, is one of 
the oldest religions edifices in: continuous 
use in America. Cast Blanca, dating from 
1423, has been restored os headquarters fur 
the commander of the U, S. Army’s new

Puerta de Tierra, “Wand gate,” they all 
the wnee barren eastern end of San Juan 
féland, bevond the old city walls.

Never swim ina river in Puerto Rico, Al- 
most all of them are infested with o tiny 
parasite which enters: the skin, reaches: the 
blood stream and finally the intestines, with

But the rose Is. ‘good, and .con- 
stantly there unfold sweeping virws of sea, 
plain, and fodthills Finally comes the rain 
forest, with ferns as big as trees {Plate 
XV}, delicate orchids like buttertlies hung 
ot the palms, graceful Ikitins, and all the 
tangled underbrush of the tropical jungle. 

In this soyther wonderland, our only 
National Forest in the tropics, parking 
lots; swimming pools, marked trails, over- 
night cabins, and uniformed ranwers of the 
Department of Agriculture recall similor 
reservations in the States. | 

Puerto Ricans love the refreshing cool- 
ness Of these former Crown lands of the 
king of Spain, and flock here for holidays. 
Hurse and foot paths wind still higher 
through dense dwarf-type forests, with cen- 
turv-old frees no higher than 4 mun, te 
the summit of El Vimque, 3.400 feet above 
the sea.

From Santurce a long causeway crosses 
the mangrove swamps at the head of the 
harbor, We paused at the site of Capdrra, 
erindfather of all Puerto Rican towns 
(pave 703). Founded in 1509 by Ponce 
te Leon, 1t-wos uhuandoned two years later 
in favor of the rocky island of San Juan, 


HERE LIVED THE SEREKEM OF FETEMSAL

Scores of workmen were husk ing dried 
coconuts ond passing the brown-shelled 
kernels through different-sized! tron rings 
for vrading. Packed in burlap bags, thev 
are sipped ull to northern markets. The 
tharred shell is now used in gas masks. 

The rog-weaving plunt near Vega Baja, 
nobus place, tums out broodloom rics, 
which find ready sale in. the tslunel.

The wooden 
effigy of Robert, Duke of Normandy, eldest 
son of the Conqueror, is of great ‘interest, 
and alas the tomb of Edward U1, who was 
murder at Berkeley Castle and buried 
here in 1327. 

Winchester is so rich in history that it is 
dificult to speak of it briefly (Plate [1).

How A ORY POINT Ts MADE 


It might be of interest if [ digress here 
to give a brief description of the process ly 
which a dry-point engraving is prodweed, 
since the originale from which the plates 
are made ore dev points. Technically, the 
making of # cry point and an etching are 
two distinct processes, although the result, 
one M to at expert eve, is very similar, 

first stage is, of course, to obtain 
the actual pencil drawing, In this case all 
the drawings wre sketches made at the 
cathedrals. The drawing is then trane- 
ferred to a copper plate by pressure, the 
plate having been previously coated with 
wax or grease. The result isan image of 
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the drawn on the copper plate in reverse. 

This image is then cut line by line with 
a steel or diamond point. When the whole 
Hate hos been cut, it is inked all over 
with a-soft pad and the stirptusaink is wicwd 
off, leaving only the ink in the cut lines, 

On the plate is laid a sheet of paper 
which has been thoroughly damped. Plate 
and paper are then passed! through a heavy 
ores, with the result that the whole of 
the inked area is transferred to the paper 
ond appears as féen in the plates. 

SALESBURY DELIGHTS THE ARTISTS EVE

1 was disappointed at Vork on 
finding that the famous Five Sisters Win- 
dow was completely hidden by scaffolding, 
Its priceless ylass has now heen removed 
as a war precaution. 

I think Whithy gaye me as much pleas 
ure as any of the series (Plate XIE), My 
journey there from York was the loveliest 
drive imaginable—over the Yorkshire 
moors, mile upon mite of glorious undulat- 
ing moorland untouched by the hand of 
man, Cloud shadows and sun glints slowly 
moving across the landscape and in the 
distance occasional glimpses of the forawiy 
silver of the North Sea.

EP ‘EEP in the interior of Turkey, in 
ancient Cappaderia of the Hible,

Details of what we were to encounter ot 
the trip to Cappadocia were obscure, since 
little or no. advance information was ab- 
toinable.

Vali (Governor) of the Caippudocian: city 
af Kayser, In fact, in the course of our 


joumey we were treated with the utrrinst 
kindness and hospitality. From the bhigh- 
est ‘Turkish official te the lowliest Ana- 
tulian former, all showed a penuine reward 
for the United States, 

The Swedizh nationality of Erie Matson, 

who accompanied the author to take the 
Photographs, also proved an asset. Sweden, 
having had no part in the World War 
had taken ma hind tn dismembering the 
old Turkish Eeopire, nor had it stuod in 
the way af the upbuilding of the present 
New Turkey. 


“MAN FRIDAY’ AS CHAUFFEUR 


The third member of our purty was 
pleasant Jimia'a el Warrl, a mative of 
Jerusalom and an excellent chouffeur- 
mechanic.

The Petra rock, however, where exposed 
to storms, has (ua large extent weathered ; 
the wivid colors have been culled tw a sort 
of gray patina. Flere, erosion is unress-- 
ing, cou! by wind, weather, ard the con- 
start blowing about of the coarse grit, so 
thai all rock surfioes have the appearance 
of being continually sandpupered inte eter- 
nol freshness. 

As we explore! this cone country during 

the ensuing weeks, other points of contrast 
Petra: a nUiMents are chieiy: 
large and imposing facades. with lesser 
and undecorated interiors, mostly the tombs 
of the dead, In Cappadocia the exteriors 
wre the work of Nature, almest untouched 
bv man, while the intenors are vast lone 
coven plicated, and some ate highly decorated. 
These consist largely of churches, chapels, 
monusteres, wunneries, and bermitajes— 
all the ahewdes: of The living, with, however, 
dilequate and honorable provisicn for the 
cleuael, 

Even for one who koows: [tthe of geology 
the trawh outlines of the life story of this 
fascinating district unravel as he journeys 
To realize. what 
this terrain was Ike in pre-cone days, one 
hes but te fook across the Halys River. 
There the bills are rolling and unchulating. 
ated composed of white fresh-water lme-

HOW THIA WONDERLAND WAS FORMED 


In the dim past, the valley of the Halys 
River, which here cuts straight across the 
mip, miking oo mther dehnite north 
boundary to the cone district, was. deep 
and wide. Ina series of Argaeus eruptions 
this vallev on the 4outh side of the river 
was Tiled up with velcanic ash hundreds of 
feet cheep, sometime: with an upper thin 
laver ol pas Or PMUEIce. 

‘From the top of the crater the débris af 
these volcanic eruptions reached a distance 
Tn the process of 
cooling this volcanic mass cracked, Winter 
raing an] meliing «news found their way 
to the mother river ty means of these seams 
through the mass of obstruction, so midely 
thrown down by Argaeus. 
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The cracks; in the course of untold 
vears, widened! out into deep gullies and 
deeper chasms, running inte and at right 
angles with the tiver. Inte these mn turn 
ran smuiller and smaller winter torrent 
streams, forming « sort of checkerboard: 
but since Nature owes curves, the upstand- 
ing cones were the final result,

Many of these cones have secalled 
caps atop them, a laver of protruding anil 
protecting rock that has hindereel quicker 
erosion (Plate T). The caps, often drunk- 
enly askew, are mostly dark-colored, and 
many observers have stipposed them to. be 
of the black basalt rock that is so bard 
antl Lime-resisting, 

The fact i that we noticed oo basalt 
beyond Topuz Dat, which geologists teil 
me is the main stream af the lava flow, and 
the caps that we were able to examine were 
strangely of a light pumice that has a dark 
weathered surface, Thouith comparatively 
soft, it seems to resist erosion better than 
the harder and more solid-appearing tuil, a 
stone formed from volcanic ash, 

In this stringe lond—we should tore 
correctly call it “strange rock’ —the plateau 
ends in precipitous eclifis; There are hill- 
tops with natural rock castles surrounded 
hy thickly clustered cones like a hen and 
chickens; there are deep narrow cuts with 
fantastic sides, ond semi-detached cones, 

There are wide expanses of cones, thickly 
placed cones of regular form, like the camp 
ofa vast army; and agin, in the broaden- 
ing ct the valley toward the Fiver, there 
nay be o lone giant cone, sill cap-protected, 
while thousands upon thousands of its 
neighbors, uncapped, have decumpesed inte 
miles of flat fields. 

This cone district makes an almost per 
fect equilateral triangle, each side measur- 
ing practically forty miles, with the points 
at Devell, Kayseri, and Arapsun (p. 767), 

Our perch atop Topus Dag, where we 
first saw all “this-gedlogical fantasy,” was 
practically in the center of this triangle, 

The road down into Urgilp was stee 
full of short hairpin bends, and roilph. 
Hefore going into the town we forded a 
stream and turned to the deft up the valley 
t Visit our first cone, 

‘hough oot at all svintmetrici, this cone 
was lorye enough so that a gristmill had 
been built af its base with six-stories of 


rooms above. A tuiel had been cut 
through the hase to carry the river water 
to the mill. 

As in so many of the cones, the chambers 
had been converted into pigeon houses, 40 
that it was impossible for us to explore 
them; nor was this necessary. for many 
better preserved ones were liter available, 

Just across the vallew rises a huge rack 
terrace, semi-detached from the hirhland 
behind ft, and arcunel it hudidles-the town 
of Crpiip. The houses ore built of natare- 
tinted fine-erin tuff, some with pillared, 
arched, and carved fronts. Instead of 
iinet their cellars. under the homes, the 
people carved them tinte the soliel volcanic 
tock ‘wall back of the bows (Plate ATT). 

Throughout the cone country there is mo 
such thing as soil as we know it, All the 
cultivated vallevs are deep in decomposed 
volcanic pumice ond tuff. Here the aprl- 
cot is nutive, vines are plentiful, and the 
trapes are renowned! in the adjacent mar- 
kets. Between the vires, melons, tomatoes, 
and various vegetables are grown. 

Thousands upon thousands of the jn- 
chent exeavated Chambers and churches have 
heen tumed inta pigeon houses (p, 802). 
The birds are not euten; they ure looked 
upon with almest religious awe, for with- 
ort them minkine! coulil not exist in the 
region. Once a yer the guano is onl- 
lected, and with it fields of almost pure 
sand are enriched inte productivtness. 
HAHLY CONE DWELLERS CHRISTIANS, NOT 

CAVE AEN 


From fin article To hod rend on these 
parts before starting, PT hat been led te 
believe that we were fo visit the dwellings 
ind remains of a primitive paple—eive 
men who craved isolation, whose basic 
eat of society were quite oppased to 
ours: in short, that the present inhabitants 
still lived as in the Stone. Age. 

This: interpretation we found to be can- 
ity to facts as they reveled themselves 
io us, In all our wanderings we looked 
in vail for any remains or indications of 
primitive man. Such people may have 
existed If they did, later man has oblit- 
ernited all traces. 

The earliest object we saw was a cone 
in Magan with a definitely classical meonu- 
mont cul in ite top reaches. We were 
unble to wistt the interior: it seems to 
have been a tomts,

Contemplating the view Sag 
cered by the thought of the time that has 
[eet required by Nature to form this 
fantasy. Still, comparatively, all is: young. 
Hundreds of feet deep Argaeus deposited 
its Volcamic masses ina Valley bed of white 
fresh-water limestone, which geologists 
name Pliocene and tell ws belongs to a 
fairly young period. We found traces of 
this limestone base rock and brought back

bits. so that experts.conid help us reconstruct 
the picture. 

The ridge of Koliclar is especially rich in 
Hyzuntine ruins, Historically they are alse 
vount, being about ten to eighteen hun- 
dred years old, while the archeology of 
Asia Minor goes back some five thousaed 
years. Sull, what we call “antiquities” in 
the United States would here smell fresh. 
Tt ts all» matter of comparison. 

Riliclar seemingly belonged to the 
imonastic orders, with a fringe of anchi- 
rites, ‘There are so many interesting re- 
nmiaing here, from the tiny donkey manger 
fm superbly frescomd church, that the 
thought of trying to describe them brings 
to mind St. John’s worls—‘the world ftself 
could not contain the books that stould tre 
written” (John 21:23), 

Here, excavated into a bank, is the 
largest room yet discovered, measuring 
42 by 31 feet. Back of it is a stable, and 
in one side a rock-hewn stove to hold a 
huge monastic caldron. Of wine presses 
there are some splendid examples. 

On the outskirts of Maqin, toward 
Uchisur, the cones are peculiar in their 
fantastic shapes and tall formations, like 
fools” caps or petrified cypress trees, In 
ther topmost reaches anchorites. lived. 


WHOLE MONASTERY [XS A SINGLE ROCK 


Near by are the large, perfectly shaped 
canes, with complete monasteries contained 
within a single shaft. The convents visited 
heretofore, as in Goreme and Kalielar, were 
cut tote the faces of cliffs or into loree 
piles of rock. Here we found them in 
cones of a perfect suger-loaf form, 

One cone has been cited as one of the 
most finely shaped extint. Tnte a bterrmce 
below its base a sizable church t cut, 
with pillers, domes, apses, ancl simple 
frescoes. Architecturally it reflects the 
hest period of Byzantine art. In the hase 
of the cone proper ore the refectories, 
with wine press, kitchen, and so on, an 
then, accessible only by a single shait, are 
several stories of monks’ cells. 

The back of the cone is devoted to the 
nana slery Cemerery, Here are Fives, mot 
tanv of accrss, with grives cut into the 
floors, 

Near this come isa kitchen with a well- 
defined! stove anil chimney cut in the rock, 
and a refectory, with twin tables placed at 
fight angles. The natives of t parts 
still quarry their building stone by culting

away a-hoge block and detaching it from 


the rock by the use of wedges. Tt is then 


split and re-split inte the sizes desired. Tt 


is no Wonder that so many of these solid 
Téefectory tables, blocks of stone all but de- 
tached, have disappeared under the quarry- 
man's sledge. 

At Pasa Baca is a small chump of cones 


which are tall, stim, and irregular in shape, 


reminding one of EY of pay ature 
manks with black cowk on, their heads. 
Some of the cones had more than one cap. 
Most of these cones and the cliffs behind 
were hermit haunts. Two characteristic 
examples let us inte the fe and psvchology 
of the early Christians “fleeing from the 
world,” 

The smuller of the two is a rather thick-

THE FIRST PILLAR TEEMIT 


The first Stylite, Simeon, the son of a 
prusant, was born about 390, At an early 
age he sturted the dife of a hermit and later 
lived for some time on the top of a shaft 
of moderate height. Later he moved to 
Others, hieher still, the last one being about 
Here he passed the 
rest of his fe, delivering. sermons that at- 
tracted’ thousands of pilgrims snd pupils. 

Simeon founded the order of Stylites, or 
Pillar Hermits. _ filer his death a mA 


nicsacal tis: villa at Kalnat Saman. Today 
these are among the mest noteworthy relics 
w onorthern Syria, beng reached from 
Alep. (Aleppo) or Antakya (Antioch), 

The cecomd cone we visited twice and we 
passed one night in it. In natural forma- 
tion it is unusual, being one of two cones 
having three separate caps rising from three 
sturdy necks. Tis interior, however, is its 
chief interest, for it seems to embody all 
orthodox hermit architecture. 

Very near this bermit's cone is a low, 
sprawly one of white, saftish volcanic ash. 
Into this a stable was cut. These ascetics 
nnd near-by cenobites (members of convent 
communities) must have kept an ass armule 
to help ill the vineyards, bring water to 
their homes, and, when they were fecble, to 
bear them to church or tie market, J wat 
bievond is another small cone, In which a 
wine press was cut-and the wine stored, 

Two typical homes we visited merit de- 
scription. One, a squat cone af consider

ible girth, had several rooms cut on grand 
lines, Before these the inhabitants had 
built a foursarched cloister, Throughout 
these parts, as in Sitia, the people live in 
shady and cool covered courts during het 
sme days. 


HOME IX A CONE 


The living room was spacious Tt hada 
rock divan cunning arene three walls, and 
a fireplace, of the same type as might be 
seen in wo American home, alan was cul in 
the livmg rock, flue and all. In the winter 
months these jong seats ate overliid with 
aan or wool mattresses, covered with 

Turkish rags unt backed with cushions. 
A carpet fis the floor space; a roaring fire 
makes the root cozy 

The adjoining rooms were for the 
“hareem," antl delicacy forbade our ask- 
Ing to see them, In the upper stury, 
reached by a worn outsitle staircase, were 
a couple of smaller rooms, each with « door 
and o couple of windows, rooms far too at- 
tractive for their presen] wse 23 stores for 
food and fodder, This cone, located in 
a werden, bes o hig Silver-leated pope 
lar growing by it, and with its domed 
row it has the appearance of an Istanbul 
most] tie, 

More romantic is the home we visited 
in the cliff within the gorge. Ome first 
enters a roc level with the Teor of the 
valley, Tt was use! for saddlery, ete, 
From it opened up the stable for the larger 
farm animals—horses, mules, asse3, or oxeT, 
which these farmers needed or could afford, 
From here a flight of steps led to o terrace 

m @ large hollow in the rock wall, like 4 
domed open-sided court, A. hie “rollin 
stone could be rolled across: the stalrway. 
Upon this terrace opened all the rooms of 
the house. “Those to the lei were store- 
roams anil a stable, where a goat and i 
lamb, tied to a rock-hewn monger, were 
being stall-lattemed. The midile toome 
were for the harecem, ind ta the right wie 
the male suest chamber. 

The room was lone and narrow, spread 
with hand-woven striped rues: an aleove at 
the end was: piled ne with bedding and 
screened with a blanket in Hew of a cur- 
tain. In the night these were laid out on 
the floor {page TAY y. 

The ceiling was hung full of ripening 
melons, like baubles on o Christmas: tree 
AJong one wall was a narrow shelf with 
wallaped edge, all cut from the rock, on 
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which were placed a-row of copper, pewter- 
mated, amd colorful crockery dishes. 

Qur best, a simple, Lirve-hearted person, 
insisted that we pass the night with him, 
He first made us partake of his. ripest 
melotis, and, with another villager carry- 
ing o forge rug and on earthen pitcher 
of their excellent spring water, accompanied 
us to the hermitage. He =preacd the cog for 
our comfort, gathered fuel, belped cook 
our supper, kept the teapat boiling, and, 
in the moming, refused any compensation. 

The cones clustering about the mouth af 
the gorge at Zilve, and in anvther near-by 
cliztrict. tive the effect of belnw a tangled 
mass of giant petrified cactus; From each 
cone-Lop protrudes one or mate round shafts 
of very hard rust-colored volcanic rock, as 
if Argaeus had spewed forth countless num- 
hers af spikes, clubs, and staves with its 
usher litle, 

Instead of being harder masses lat) down 
in the eruption that created the comes, 
these protrusions originated as vent holes. 
This low spot must have been hot After 
the eruption the imprisoned gases or steam 
shat up. leaving round, chimneyvlike shaite 
in the now hardening and cooling tuff. 

Year in and vear out the winter rains 
of Argaeus trickled in tiny streams across 
the laya-strewn hillsides, carrying iran in 
“nution, “This Hiquid. mixed with ash, send, 
and so an, poured into these mow- -absolete 
natural chimoevs. The water peroolated 
nwoy, and a very bord concretion often 
remuinect, 

Century after century, these molds filled 
up and the surface eroded away. Finally 
there remained no cavity to fill, but erosion 

kept on its work, allowing these spikes to 
protrude farther and farther. 


HOCKY ROAD TO ONTON 


We had now fairly thoroughly covered all 
the northern part of the cone country. 
There were suuny more places worthy of a 
visit, but bechuse winter was approaching, 
and snaw might black the Tauris passes, we 
decided to content ourselves with a visit 
to Satentidere, on the southern limite of 
the voleanic deposit, We were told by sume 
informants that the wav was verv rocky, 
and only with difficulty could one ride a 
horse into this “Chion Valley,” for ao the 
village and gorge are called, 

Others said that a good road had been 
lately made. Both stories had the essence 
of facts neither was correct. We decieled to

try and would, if necessary, leave the car 
behind and ride anitnals or walk. 

We left Talas early and took the main 
road toward the Taurus as fares Devel, A 
Public Works’ tund engineer coukd furnish 
ni information about the road but took 
us to the gendarmerie post. 

The mayor of Saganhidere happened to 
be in town and was most é#ager to take 
us to his village: He-said we might drive 
up to his home in the Ford. This we 
actually did, but what a road! (urs was 
the first motor vehicle to penetrate a gorue 
Where until Intely no wheel had ever tumed, 

Lt happened that a few very lurge and 
old Circassian walnut trees had been grow- 
int here, and 30 valuable wos this lumber 
in the workd markets for yvenetering. fine 
furniture that a road had been blasted out 
to make it possible for oxcarts to haul the 
lags to the nearest railroad station. (in 
the way we met the empty carte with their 
solid ook wheels and sturdy oxen. 

We drove through narrow lanes, along 
and across the tracks of the Taurus Express, 
Thor hedges scratched the point, ane 
mud holes looked bottomless. Finally we 
reached the upeeracle over A steep mountait- 
side where the “new road” hod been made. 
Troe, one could sce where a bowleler hae 
been hlactel away here nd there, but 
hundreds of rocks needed demolishing be- 
fore motor driving would be practicable. 


FRIDAY CETS COLO FRET 


For the first and Jast time on the trip 
Friday got cole) feet, and feared to risk 
atrial. A trifle of miscalculation, and the 
trankense or back axle-housing would be 
smashed. Before we hod left Jerusalem, no 
company would insure the car, not even 
Linvil’s of Londen: consequently, we bad 
followed Friday's logic of “imsurmg with 
Allah,” 

It was now a case Of making & trial, oa 
wreck, or giving up the tip. There was nwo 
pace or time to send for pack onimals 
io curry our necessary equipment. We 
tried. So steep was the frst bit that four 
had to push, and then the Ford only 
crawled. The oxen had hauled only empty 
carts up. 

After newotiating this mirvwitain barrier 
without oecitent, we struck im the next 
valley an ancient oxcart road, deeply worn 
into the rock bed. 71 probably once ent 
nected with the north Se norrow woe i 
that in rounding corners we had to get aut 
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und push the car bedy over to kee the 
fenders from scraping on the rocks (p. 7i4). 

The modern Sofinldere isa twin village. 
One part has a few homes built upon a 
terrace, a deep chasm. beluw, and a high 
wall ‘of rock above, We kept Our car on 
this: slope, and had to block the wheels 
iy prevent ils possibly dashing headlong 
Tato the obves. It was the first car these 
pone had seen. The other section of the 
village lives up the george in what were once 
minke wbodes. . 

To enter the town, we had to pass through 
un archway in a cone like an a 
triumphal arch (page TST). 

Te STORY, CLIFF APARTMENTS 

Between the lower ond upper villages is 
a deep connecting chasm with high precip- 
tous tuff walls. Into the rock walle the 
early cenobites excavated apartments up te 
lo stories high, These hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of cells have mostly been turned into 
pineon houses: the villagers, having little 
land, sell the guano to more fertile districts 
nnd practically live upon this tmoome. 

As we passed up between these cliffs, the 
tops bespeckled with blue coves sunning 
themselves, the valley resounded with the 
songs of the male birds as they strutted 
around their complicent mutes. ‘To make 
the doves fly. the Turkish guides clapped 
and shouted vigorwuely tn unison, bringing 
a flock of blue wings over the valley, re- 
ninding- one of a cloud of locusts. 








A WILLAGE MATHUR HOSPITAHLE 


We passed the night in the humble home 
af the mayor of this tiny village, who was 
an exceptionally genial host. — | 

The house wos built on a steep hillside; 
the family evidently lived in a row of 
semi-basement rooms. The foundations 
were thus laid for a much larger home; only 
one Of the second-story rooms had as yet 
been erected. The people build here piece- 
meal, a6 circumstances dictate, 

Tired from lone tramping, crawling, and 
climbing, we were gla to get out of the 
evening cold. Around three sides of the 
Tn Fan A CONTINUOUS divan, covered, as 
well asthe floor, with colorful Turkish rugs. 
In the cetiter wis an Americuin airtight 
sheet-iron stove. Its warmth was welcome
